THE IRISH QUESTION IN THE HOUSE 
AGAIN. 


Bhe Discontinuance of the Southern Fast Mail—The 
Difficulties in the Way—The Rapid Schedule 
to be Re-established—Mr. Blount’s Re- 
marks-—The C loctorship Fight. 


Wasninotos, February 12.—[Special Corres 
pondence.}—Yesterday I called to see Mr. 
Thompson, the superintendent of the railway 
mail service, and asked if the suspension of 
the fast southern mail which went into effect 


to-day would be final. 

“T hope not,” he said. ‘‘As you know, we 
have had great trouble with the fast mail this 
winter. Mr. Talcott, the general manager of 
the Richmond'and Danville, says it has rained 
or snowed steadily on some part of his 
line since the middle of December. 
it has therefore been impossible to make the 
schedule. The law requires that a reduction 
in the amount paid the road shall be made 
Mr. Talcott said if we 
held him thus responsible he could not take

The committee on civil service was author- 
ized to send for persons and papers upon a 
statement by Mr. Hawley that the committee 
desired this authority, so as to enable them 
to pay the mileage of several gentlemen 
whose presence they desired.

The committee on _ foreign af- 
fairs and the state department alone 
seemed to be unaware of the fact that Amer- 
ican citizens were imprisoned in Ireland. 
Mr. Robinson then proceeded to name some 
of the Americans imprisoned in Ireland. 
There was Mr. McSweeney, of California. 
He had a certificate of naturalization, on 
which was engraved the American eagle, but 
a tyrannical despot paid no more attention to 
it than if it were a crow or a cormo- 
rant. Another prisoner was’ Michael 
Hart, of Massachusetts. Would Massachusetts 
stand by and let a citizen rot in a foreign 
prison? No country, ancient or modern, had 
ruled with an iron kand so terribly and tyran- 
nically 4s did England to-day, Referring to 
the newspaper criticisms upon his course, 
he said he could not get the 
representatives of the press to do 
him justice. He was not. talking 
about Ireland, but about the unjust impris- 
onmentof American citizens. He wanted to 
say nothing about Ireland,and yet he was repre- 
sented as spendiug the time of honse in talk-

Lonpoy, February 14.—The house of com- 
mons this evening resumed the debate on the 
address on Mr. McCarthy’s amendment, con- 
demning the government’s Irish policy and 
urging an immediate return to constitutional 
methods. It was rejected by a vote of Y&8 to 
30, The address was adopted by a vote of 37 
to 22. The house then adjourned. 

Mr. Shaw, the American consul at Man- 
chester, has issued his annual report of the 
trade between his consular district and the 
United States during the year ending Septem- 
ber 30th, 1881. The report shows a decrease 
in the declared exports of over $3,000,000, or 
over 20 per cent as compared with the exports 
of the previous year.

At the date of the last communication 
from Minister Morgan, Mexico had made no 
reply to the invitation. 

Minister Logan is doubtful of the accep- 
tance of the invitation by either Guatemala, 
Salvador, Honduras or Costa Rica, inasmuch 
us the participation in such congress would 
place them under bond to keep the peace 
towards each other, as well as within their 
borders, and such bond would not at all suit 
the purposeS or habits of the political leaders 
in these countries.

CHARLESTON'’S CREDIT. 


A Heavy Keduction Shown im the Debt of the City. 

CHARLESTON, February 14.—The mayor’s 
financial exhibit presented to the city council

“Do they eat these things readily?” 

“You would think so had you yeen here 
when I drew off this pond some months ago. 
I had put in nearly 1,000 pounds . of 
Florida moss a short while before, 
but not a vestige remained to be seen when 
the bottem appeared. I was astonished. One 
can't be too careful about planting plenty of 
grasses. bBurmuda grass is asplendid food for 
carps—nothing better—and you know that is 
plentifulanywhere, 

‘Another thing I wish to say,” said he, “‘is 
that the pond must be keptentirely free from 
all kinds of reptiles and preying unimals, 
Snakes, ducks, frogs, muskrats, ete., must all 
be keptout. I have seen snakes swimming 
around with young carp in their mouths; and 
not long ago I took my rifle and shot a king 
fisher that had just eight young carp in its 
craw. Bull frogs are another terrible nuisance 
and must be kept out entirely. Nothing 
better for this purpose than a good rifle. I 
can take a frog’s eyes out nine times out of 
ten, 

And this is a fact, too. I’vescen him make 
some marvelously good shots with his revolv- 
ing rifle. 

Continuing, Mr. Wright said, ‘“‘Turtles and 
terrapins must also be kept out of a carp 
pond. They are worse than anything else 
after young fish. I am going to build a small 
picket railing about two feet high arouneé my 
pond, and have holes at intervals on the out- 
side to catch the terrapins when they make 
their overland trips fromthe streams. When 
they get to the pickets, they will goall around 
trying to get in, looking up all the time, until 
they go down ‘plump!’ into a hole.”’ 

“What an idea,’’ I said, laughing. 

‘Another good thing,’’ said Mr. Wright, ‘‘is 
to have at least one good sized male pike in 
the pond. In Germany this is considered al- 
most an essential to successful carp culture. 
fhe pike is. as restless as a hyena, and keeps 
the carp constantly moving around, The 
number of carp one pike will eat won't 
amount to anything noticeable. You see the 
carp is naturally a sluggish fish, especially 
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is considered a great delicacy. Mr. Wright's 
uncle says that when the blooms appear at,the 
golden gate, thousands of people from all sec- 
tions of the country flock to see it. _In South 
America it isa perpetual bloomer. It is high- 
ly probable that Griffin may be treated this 
spring to the massive blooms of this royal 
lily.

Tue pine supply of our forests can be ap 
preciated by a glance at the forestry bulletin 
of the census department. The amount cut 
in Florida during the census year was 208,054,- 
000 of long-leaved pine, leaving, it is estima- 
ted, 6,615,000,000 feet standing. 1,282,000 
acres of pine lands have been cut over in Ala- 
bama, and on 600,000 acres the merchantable 
pine has been injured by the manufacture of 
turpentine. Outside of these districts there 
is standing 18,855,000,000 feet of long-leaved 
pine, and 2,307,000,000 feet of short-leaved 
vine, The amouat cut in the census year was 
245,596,000 feet of long-leaved pine. In Mis- 
sissippi the merchantable pine has been prac- 
tically removed from 2,912,000 acres. Outside 
this cut-over district there are standing 17,- 
200,000,000 feet of long-leaved pine and 
6,775,000,000 feet of short-leaved pine. The 
amount cut in the census year was 108,000,000 
feet of long-leaved, and 7,775,000 feet of short 
leaved pine. The pine forests of Texas are 
confined to a strip ot territory about 100 miles 
wide and 200 long, lying just south of the 
Red river and just west of the Sabine river. 
During the year ending May 31, 1880, there 
were cut in the state 66,450,000 feet (board 
measure) of long-leaved pine and 61,570,000 
fect of loblolly pine. The estimated amouut 
of merchantable pine standing in the Texas 
district -includes 26,093,200,000 feet of short- 
leaved pine, 20,508,200.000 feet of long-leaved 
pine, and 50,907,100.000 feet of loblolly pine. 


THE NEW YORK REBELLION. 


Just as the country was felicitating itself 
upon its narrow escape from a South Ameri- 
can war, and had disposed of the Guatamelan 
nightmare, the wires are laden with the dire 
news that rebellion has broken out in New 
York. Governor Cornell, realizing the fact 
that the eyes of the country were upon him, 
has issued his proclamation ordering the in- 
surgents to disperse to their several homes, 
The army and the navy, headed by the local 
brigadiers and commodores, are warned to see 
to it that the majesty of the law is not set 
at naught. 

In Steuben county there isa quaint little 
town called Greenwood. Now Greenwood is, 
or was, ambitious, and seeing the railroad 
developer abroad, he was called in to have a 
talk, the result of which was the issue of $35.,- 
000 in bonds, to aid in the construction of the 
Hornet lsville and Pine Creek railroad. Time 
rolled on, and the developer's eloquence 
proved greater than his performances. Green- 
wood repented of her liberality, and repudi- 
ated her bonds. The bondholders have made 
several efforts to enforce their claims, but are 
always unsuccessful. 

Whenever a piece of property is put up for 
sale, the non-resident bidders are surrounded 
by a band of natives, who imply by their 
looks a great deal more than they say. The 
non-resident soon perceives that he isan ob- 
ject of undue attention, and concludes not to 
urge hisclaim. By this method the sale is 
postponed from month te month, with never 
a prospect of an actual sale taking place. Ac- 
cording to law the collector must make the 
sale, and as he is elected by the people, and 
consequently in sympathy with them, it is 
easy to see that this state of things might 
continue indefinitely. 

Governor Cornell's proclamation, then, 
simply means that these people must keep 
away from the sale. But as they have as much 
right to be present as any one else, as they are 
orderly in conduct and respectful in demean- 
or, it isdifficult to see how the proclamation 
can affect them. It is a clear case of boycot- 
ting, but boycotting on such a plan as involves 
no infraction of the written law.

‘* THE CONDITION OF GEORGIA. 


The forthcoming report of the comptroller- 
general, now nearly ready, will prove to bea 
most interesting and valuable document. 
This report embodies the financial history of 
the state for the year beginning with October 
1, 1880, and ending October 6, 1881. It is 
issued under the law recently. passed by the 
general assembly, which makes the fiscal year 
embrace the period from January to January, 
instead of from October to October. This act 
also requires that seports shall be distinct 
from the fiscal year, and that they shall in- 
clude the twelve months ending thirty days 
next preceding the meeting of the general as- 
sembly. On the first of October, 1880, there 
was a balance in the treasury of $686,240.47, 
and from the first of October, 1880, to 
October 6, 1881, receipts amoun- 
ted to $1,384,052.01. The amount paid out 
by executive warrants during the same 
period was $1,275,724.97, leaving a balance in 
the treasury, at the date of the report, of 
$794,547.51. This large balance, the comp- 
roller says, is not a surplus in the treasury of 
receipts over expenditures, but is the un- 
drawn balance of appropriations made by the 
general assembly—the appropriations not yet 
having been called for. 

The comptroller is required by law to give 
in his annual report the net amount paid 
intothe treasury by each county. In doing 
this, he has thought proper, for the informa- 
tion of the public, to give an itemized state- 
ment of each account against the various tax 
collectors. By this means, the authentic re- 
cord of each collector's account is made a 
matter of public reference and information. 

Treating of the state’s revenue, Comptroller 
Wright calls atteution to the fact that through 
the kindness of a merciful Providence and 
the wise administration of home af- 
fairs, Georgia has beem for some time past, 
gradually paying off her borded indebtedness 
as it becomes due and decreasing the rate of 
taxation. The report shows, moreover, a 
marked increrse in the valuation of property. 
In 1881, for instance, there was an in- 
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While this is a matter for congratulation the 
comptroller suggests—and it is a suggestion 
Tne Constitution has already taken occasion 
to press upon the attention of the legislature 
—that there is large room for the perfection 
and improvement of our system of state'rev- 
enue laws. This isa matter for the serious 
consideration of the law-making power. Asa 
matter of justice to all classes of citizens it is 
desirable that all the property within the 
state be returned at its true value. This will 
have the effect not only of equalizing the bur- 
dens of taxation, but will materially reduce 
the tax rate. Upon this subject the comp- 
troller has some earnest remarks. 

He also calls attention to the fact that the 
action of the legislature in repealing the law 
making tax-collectors ex-officio sheriffs in 
certain cases, has not resulted favorably. 
While the old law gave collectors extra duties 
and rendered it almost impossible for these 
officers to close their accounts within the 
time specified by law, yet, as the law now 
stands, they are powerless, and complaints 
are coming to the comptroller from all sec- 
tions of the state to the effect that bailiffs 
refuse to act or make return of fi, fas. with 
the proper indorsement of nulla bona as re- 
quired by law. This produces delay, and 
prevents the closing of accounts at the time 
now fixed by statute. 

In the collection of special taxes, and 
in making quarterly returns of the 
same, as required, Comptroller 
Wright says the collectors Have been active 
and vigilant, and he reports that the revenue 
to the state from these specitic sources has 
been considerably enlarged. He thinks 
not the fault of the collecting officers that the 
revenue derived from this source is not as 
large as was expected, but rather a lack of 
stringency in the law itself, especially in the 
case Of the tax imposed upon liquor dealers, 
The law, however, which goes into effect in 
April will cure this defect, and enable the 
othcers to collect a much larger amount of 
revenue from this source than for years past. 

The comptroller renews the suggestion 
made in his last report to the effect that steps 
be taken to supervise the many co-operative 
or assessment life assurance companies in the 
state. The influx of these companies has 
been very great, and, while many 
of the companies are honestly managed, he 
thinks that others are doing business on a 
rotten foundation, and therefore suggests that 
the legislature take some steps to protect the 
people by enabling the comptroller-general 
to sift the claims of such assessment compa- 
nies as desire to operate in Georgia. Compa- 
niés proposing to introduce the co-operative 
plan inthe business of fire insurance the 
comptroller has declined to admit into the 
state without the deposit required of regular 
fire insurance companies. 

The value of railroad property in Georgia 
increased during 1881 four million two hun- 
dred and -fifty thousand dollars. All other

HAMMOND'S STRIKE 


AGAINST A BIG JOB IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mir, Kelley’s Effort to Release a Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Ring from its Obligations Met by the Gen. 
tleman from Grorgia, who Saves Several 
Millions of Dollars to the Country. 


The Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
company and the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron company, are one and the same 
corporation, the formes owning all the shares 
of the latter.

class of the company's creditors had depended 
for supplies were unable to meet their obliga- 
tions and the condition of many were claimed 
to be deplorable. To afford relief the rail- 
road company issued ‘wages certificates,” 
upon which the tax from which the company 
sought relief was assessed. The petition for 
relief was referred to the ways and means 
committee, which instructed Mr. Kelley to 
make a favorable report to the house, which 
he did in the following bill: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company is hereby released from 
the payment of the taxes assessed by the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue upon the interest bear- 
ing promisory notes heretofore issued by it to its 
employes, commouly known as wages certificates: 
provided, that said company shall pay the actual 
costs aud eXpehses ineurred in the proceedings 
taken to enforce the payment of said taxes. 

Upon which Mr. Kelley said: 

Mr. Chairman, unless some gentleman de- 
sires to antagonize this bill I do not propose 
to detain the committee, and, therefore, if 
any gentleman desires to express an opinion 

gainst it 1 would be glad to hear him, and 
Shall reserve what I have to say for another 
occasion. I vield now to the gentleman from 
Georgia. 

Mr. Hammond, ef Georgia—I do not under- 
Stand the gentleman from. Pennsylvania has 
yielded to me. 1 understand him to say that 
unless some gentleman desired to antagonize 
the bill he would vield the floor. 

Mr. Kelley—You are right, sir. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—Mr. Chairman, 
this report is remarkable, first, for what it 
does disclose, and secondly, for what it does 
not disclose. It is remarkable for what it dis- 
closes jd this: that the coMm- 
mittee unanimously report that they 
are unwilling to commit them- 
selves tothe principle of @he bill, and yet 
ask the United States to relieve this corpora- 
tion of some four hundred and eighty-tiree 
thousand dollars of taxes. It is remarkable 
in that it undertakes to show a connection 
between the panic of 1875 and the issue of 
these illegal notes in 1879, without any ex- 
slanation whatever of any possibie relation 

etween that panic and the issuance of that 
gah It isremarkable in another particu- 
ar, that it undertakes to carry this” bill 
through upon tie assumed idea that in first 
violating the law of the United States the 
Philadelphia and Reading railroad company 
was acting in the interest of its employes who 
would otherwise have starved or gone naked. 

These are the facts it discloses on its face. I 
desire now to call the attention of the com- 
mittee to a few facts (perhaps I only know a 
few of them) Which it does not aisclose. It 
will be remembered that the note copied in 
the report is dated September Is, 1879. I 
wish to show tothe committee how these 
notes Were issued and the orderin which they 
come. I read now frorff the official report of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany a table which shows the total amount of 
wages certificates paid during the year, with 
the amount outstanding on the tenth day of 
January, 1880. This report is dated January 
12, 1880, and is signed by its president, Mr. 
Gowan. On December 16, 1875, they issued 
$168,030 payable on the fifteenth of April, 
1879, and on the same date they issued 
$470,000 payable May 15, i879. 

I will stop there for a moment. The com- 
missioner -of internal revenue of the 
United States determined that these things 
were taxable. He referred the matter, how- 
ever, to the secretary of the treasury, and he 
agreed with him. Dut as it was a matter of 
controversy between them and the company 
he, desiring to do exact justice, asked the 
opinion of the attorney general. That opin- 
ion isdated on the 22d day of May, 1879.

Which was the 13th of January, 1879— 
etaics that the unpaid wages due its employes for 
November preceding 
amounted to $253,140.59, for which it was determ 
ined to issue “‘wayes certificates’’ in sums of $10 
each (of which the foregoing is a sajnple), of which 
$701,520 had been putin circulation up to January 
11, 1879, and this issue has been kept up since that 
date. 

The report says of them-- 

Mark you, now, the ofticial record of the 
company— 

These certificates have been very favorably re- 
ceived by the employes and the public, and they 
are generally taken in business transactions at par, 
and are readily sold for cash at buta trifling dis- 

unt. 

When itis considered that many other persons 
and corporations in many other sections of tha 
country are doing the same thing, the extent to 
which these notes are used as currency can be un- 
derstood. That these instruments are all ‘used 
for circulation’’— 

Which is the language of the statute— 
and as a m dium of exchange, is fully proved. 
Those of the railroad company plainly contemplate 
circulation, sinee itis expressed upon their face 
that they are based upon the wages due, but are re- 
ceivable from those indebted to the company for 
coal or for transportation; and their favorable re- 
ception by the pubiic as wellas by employes and 
their general use in business transactions are sub- 

ects of felicitation in the before-mentioned report. 
1t seems clear to me that these notes come precisely 
within the Janguage of the statute indicating what 
“‘notes’’ are to be the subject of taxation. 

Hethen draws a distinction between that 
paper and some other considered in a decision 
of the supreme court of the United States.

13.5 per cent: miscellaneous, 2.6 percent: and the 
net profits were 6.8 percentin the year 1874 over 
the yearending January 20, 1873. But, notwith- 
stauding this fact, in the year 1873 the gross receipts 
were 63.9 per cent, and in 1874 were only 60.4 per 
cent. So that with an income of 3% per cent leon 
there was a profit of 6.8 percent more in 1874 than 
there was in 1873. 

On page 17 of the report it will be found 
that in that year, 1474, so far from being pov- 
erty-ridden, the company had paid a quarter- 
ly dividend of 2/4 per cent; and had added a 
small amount to their stock besides. On page 
18 of that report is this language: 

It might have been reasonably expected that dur- 
ing a period of such stagnation the tratlie of the 
company would have failen off very greatly. and 
yet, not ithstanvding the very geueral suspension of 
manufactures, the gross receipts of tue company are 
larger than those of any other year, except the last, 
while the net profits are greater than those of anv 
picvious year, without exception. ; 

Hiow long this continued I do not know. I 
tried to find the reports of 1876, 1877 and 1S7s, 
but they were not inthe library. But I wish 
to call attention to other facts that show, not 
that this company was poor, put that it like 
other monopolies in this country, got into 
difliculty by overreaching. The report says 
the company own the Pénnsylvania Coal and 
and Iron company. They felicitate them- 
selves in this report that they 
have bought for that company 
100,000 acres of the best mining lands in the 
state. The report shows that they bought 
seven steamships; that they leased about balf 
a dezen railroads: that they laid down double 
tracks on their own roads and some of those 
that had been leased. They leassd two canals, 
and the canals were the only item of property 
on Which they failed to make an income. 

In 1578 they lost abouta quarter of a million 
on thecanals, in 1879 thev lost about five 
hundred thousand dollars on the canals. In 
order to enable them to make these enormous 
purchases, in order that they might “stretch 
its arms like seas and grasp in all the shore,”’ 
they issued bonds to the amount of 3$10,U00,- 
0 besides the heavy floating debt that they 
were already carrying. And it was the = car- 
rying of that enormous debt and not kind- 
hess to operatives that made them thus issue 
money in violationwof the laws of the land. 
But, notwithstanding allthat, they say the 
income of that year over the year previous, 
that is the year 1879 over the year 1878, was a 
net gain of nearly 33,000,000. 1 have not be- 
fore me the exact figures, 352,755,000, I think. 
The company, at the time it first issued 
this paper, was not’ in disttess at 
all but for the fact of this enormous 
reaching out. At that time, November 30, 
they owed for wages 31,137,000, but in 
November, 1879, only two months after this 
certificate in the report it issued, they had re- 
duced the debt to $460,101.87. And they were 
still continuing their purchases; they were 
still continuing their leases; and in their re- 
port of that year isa felicitation by its presi- 
dent that they were ina position to carry their 
enormous debt and make enormous profits 
unless there should be a revulsion in public 
atlairs. But, more than that. debtors will be- 
gin to clamor for pay; magnificent monopo- 
lies, like the fabled frog, will sometimes swell 
until they burst. And this corporation found 
itself so crippled in 1880, that it was placed 
in the hands of a receiver and remains there 
to-day. 

Now, let us see again whether the wages of 
these honest employes whose broad shoulders 
are expected to carry through this bill were 
affected unfavorab!y by their failure. The 
very first act of the receiver—and | hold the 
official report of this fact in my hands—was 
to raise the wages of the emploves and the 
salaries of the employes by 10 per cent; and 
the receivers declare that the small losses 
which they made in the first ten months of 
their administration, as compared with the 
previous year, were due to the fact that they 
had begun to pay competent wages and sala- 
ries. ‘they came under this control on the 
24th of May. 1880, when the receivers ,.were 
appointed; and now during that time we 
have the schedule of all the incomes of the 
property, and there was a net income during 
the ten months for which this report was is- 
sued of $158,040. 

But the Catawissa Railroad has increased 
its net earnings $17,880.51; the Philadelphia, 
Germantown and Norristown Railroad de- 
creased its earnings $25,000 compared with the 
previous year, and the express department 
showed a net gain of $102,360.09 avainst 
$50,008.82 for the previous year. The seven 
ships that they had bought also had made a 
great gain. They were using the great coal 
yards at Jersey City and at Philadelphia and 
at New York, on which immense expendi- 
tures had been made before they went into 
receivers’ bands. They were all profitably 
used, and there can be no doubt about the fact 
that if the wages of employes are to be con 
sidered in this matter it is better that the 
road should remain forever in the hands of 
the receivers. The company which issued 
this paper is to pay the tax, however, and 
not the employes who took it for wages. I 
feel great reluctance to attack what seems to 
be a unanimous report coming from such a 
committee as the committee on ways and 
means of this house. But yet any one is ex- 
cusable when ihe committee itself bases its 
recommendation for relief upon these 
grounds. 

The language of the committee’s report is: 

Without committing themselves to the doctrine 
that these notes may not have been subject to the 
taxation assessed by the commissioner of internal 
revenue, the committee submit that there is room 
for.rave argument on that point, 

Where ought that argument to be had? I 
call attention to another fact, not disclosed by 
this report. When the opinion of the attor- 
ney general was rendered and this company 
still continues to put forth this money, and 
taxes were assessed on them and they refused 
to pay them, processes Was issued by the de- 
partment of internal revenue and a levy was 
made upon their property. This remarkable 
state of facts exists: a Pennsylvania state 
judge issued an injunction against a United 
States ofticer collecting United States taxes, 
On that it stands enjoined to-day. It has 
heen removed into the United States district 
court of Pennsylvania, but on account of the 
absence of the judge and other causes, the 
United States tax is kept in the hands of this 
corporation, because a state judge has said to 
a Federal tax collector: ‘‘Thus tar shalt thou 
go, but no farther.” 

Where is this argument to be had? It ought 
to be had in the courts. If this company is 
not taxable, then it seems to me this commit- 
tee of the whole might wait until the court 
had pronounced its judgment, and then, if 
there were special reasons for relieving this 
company, by reason of any hardship iit its 
case; it might address itself to the law-making 
power of the government. But it 1s | mani- 
testly wrong for us to intervene and take 
from tne tribunals of the country these 
things which have been constitutionally com- 
mitted to them, 

Mr. Blount—I desire to ask my colleague a 
question right here. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—Certainly. 

Mr. Blount—I desire to ask my colleague 
if it is not true that a class of notes were issued 
by the Eagle and Phenix manufacturing 
company of Georgia under similar circum- 
stances, and if congress did not decline to re- 
lieve that company from the tax? 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—I thank my 
colleague for calling my attention to a matter 
Which oecurred while | was not here, because 
it enables me to go further in an investigation 
of this case. 

Mr. Kelley—As the gentleman has already 
been interrupted, I would like to ask him the 
name of the Pennsylvania judge who issued 
that injuction. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—I de not know 
the name of the judge who did it, and I hope 
not to know the name of a judge who so fay 
transcends his authority. My information 
comes from Green B. Raum, United States 
comunissioner of internal revenue. 

Mr. Kelley—Will the gentleman allow me 
to say that the judge referred to is the circuit 
judge of the United States fur that district, 
Judge McKennon, and not a Pennsylvania 
judge. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—My informa- 
tion then was wrong, if the gentleman is not 
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tion to the case of. the Eagle and 
Phenix manufacturing company, of Georgia. I 
answer him that that company was nut re- 
lieved under any such circumstances what- 
ever. The act under which they were relieved 
will be found in 20 statutes at large, page 
498, and is in these words: 

That the Eagle and Phenix manufacturing com- 
any of Columbus, Georgia, be, and is hereby. re- 
ieved from the payment of the taxes heretofore as- 

sessed upon its capital stock as banking capital or 
capita) «employed in the busivess of banking, and 
upon all future similar assessment of banking tax, 
so long as no part of its capital is employed in the 
business of banking, and said capital continues to 
be, as now, employed in the business of manu fac- 
turing: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to exempt said company from the pay- 
ment of the tax upon deposits, as required by law 
from savings banks or savings institutions, nor 
from any taxor penalty which may be hereafter 
incurred by issuing and cireulating, or continuing 
in circulation, notes, or bills, or certificates of de- 
posit, as currency or as a substitute for notes, bills 
or currency. . 

That act was approved February 27, 1878. 
[i the attention of this railroad Company was 
at all attracted to the public history of the 
country, they could there find another warn- 
ing which cougress intended to give that this 
law would be enforced. Yet, in the face of 
that law, they issued their certificates: for 
very few of them had been issued prior to that 
date. 

Mark this: That act relieved the Eagle and 
Phenix manufacturing company from what? 
rom an assessed tax. Why’ Because no 
part of its capital had ever been engaged in 
the business of banking. To showthat I can- 
not be mistaken about that I refer any gentle- 
man to the statute. 

It was put upon that identical ground by 
the committee on the judiciary, who made 
the report in its favor. I will read the con- 
clusion of that report and hand it to other 
gentlemen who desire to read it: 

In April, 1877, the internal revenue department 
decided that all the — stock of 
said coOmpeuny Wis liable to liXa- 
tion under section 3308 revised stat- 
utes, and instructed the collector to proceed to col- 
lect thesame for the period of time from the said 
February 17, 1872, the date of the amendment ol! 
the charter of the company authorizing the ravings 
department; but at the request of the company the 
collection was postponed until the company could 
apply to congress for relief, 

from the facts established, aud after a consider- 
ation of the questions of law involved, your com- 
mittee are of tac opinion that the whole capital of 
the company was invested in mills and machinery 
alone several years betore it Was given power to es- 
tablish a savings department for deposits, and that 
the act giving that authority only gave to.depusi- 
tors a lien or pledge on or ot the property of the 
company to secure the payment of their deposits, 
and did not place the stock of the company in the 
condition of capital employed in banking; and the 
colmittee, therefore, report that the company 
should be relieved from the assessment or collec- 
tion of such wx for past years and the future, and 
recommend the passage of the bill berewith report- 
ed as a substitate for one referred to the commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Buekner—I would like to ask my 
friend, in the first place. whether it appears 
that in the case to which he refers any ceftifi 
cates of any sort were issued by the company, 
and, if so, were they interest-bearing. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—lI will answer 
ithe gentleman. So far as this Kagle and Phe- 
nix bill discloses, the issuance of notes had 
nothing to do with the question. The general 
assembly of Georgia had authorized this man- 
ufacturing company to exercise certain bank- 
ing priviliges, which they had not seen proper 
to exercise. They were taxed anyhow upon 
their capital as a bank, and congress relieved 
them from that tax because they did not come 
within the law providing for the imposition 
of the tax, as appears from the judiciary com- 
mittee’sreport and from theJanguage of the 
statute. But the proviso to that act of Feb- 
ruary 27, 1878, declared that they should be 
taxable for any notes they had issued or might 
issue. Whether the notes which they issued 
were interest-bearing or not, | do not know; 
but they have been taxed on those notes 
every year 10 percent for every one that was 
put out, 

In May, 1875, an act was passed by congress 
for the relief of certain persons who had 
issued such notes under peculiar circumstan- 
ces; and it declared that where mistakes of 
this kind had been made, where no great 
harm had been done, and the cases were 
pending, the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue or the secretary ot the treasury (I forget 
which) might stop the collection of the pen- 
alty, not the tax. Under thatact relief was 
granted in many cases. But because this 
Georgia company had come up like an honest 
tax-payer and paid its money into the treas- 
ury of the United States, relief was refused to 
it upon the technicality that its case was not 
pending, but had been concluded by pay- 
ment. So far from their being any relief 
from such taxes, everything issued in Georgia, 
in the Carolinas and in Alabama that had the 
semblance of this character was taxed. I 
have here a list which | will incorporate as 
a part of my remarks. I find included in this 
list such corporations of my state as the At- 
lantic and Gulf railroad, and the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad, both absolutely insolvent 
at the time, as I believe, and since sold out 
by a receiver. 

Mr. Buckner—The gentleman will allow me 
to ask him whether any of those certificates 
or notes or Whatever you may choose to eall 
them were interest-bearing? 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—I do not know; 
but as the gentleman repeats his question I 
am ied tosuppose that he lays sume stress 
upon that point; that he is in- 
clined to hold that if you issue a plain 
note itisa violation of law, but if vou de- 
clare on its face thatit shall bear interest 
from date, itis nota violation. If that be 
true, then the law of the United States on 
this suject is very lame. If it be true that by 
issuing notes due ten days after date with in- 
terest from date you can flood the country 
with ‘‘shin-plasters,’’ then instead of adopt- 
ing this report we should pass an act amend- 
ing the revenue laws of the country. 

Phe question was before the attorney gen- 
eral, who discussed it. I think, perhaps in 
that portion of the opinion which I did not 
read, atany rate, it can make no practical 
difference. The language of the statue is, 
‘issue any note, bill or certificate of deposit,’’ 
etc., and a note may just as well bear inter- 
est as not bear interest; indeed most of them 
do bear interest. 

Mr. Hewitt. of New York—As the gentle- 
man from Georgia is a lawyer and I am a lay- 
man, I wish to ask him whether there is any 
remedy at law for an unjust assessment under 
this act; whether a party assessed for taxes as 
this Reading railroad company was can go 
into court and obtain an adjudication as to 
the justice or illegality of the assessment? 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—I suppose it 
can, ora judge, state or federal, would not 
have granted an injunction inthiscase. The 
New York Central railroad company, as a 
gentleman tells me, has been obtaining relief 
in court. I can only say, in answer to my 
friend from New York, thatin some of the 
states no injunction lies against 
the collection of a tax; but in every 
state and, so far as I know.  un- 
der every enlightened government on earth a 
tax unjustly levied may be recovered by tirst 
paying it and then suing the officer; and 
there is a statute of the United States declar- 
ing that when a judgment is obtained against 
an officer for any act done in his official ca- 
pacity for the benefit of the government, and 
a certificate to that effect is obtained from 
the judge of the court, the United States will 
aisume and pay the judgment for its officer. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York—AsI understand 
the gentleman from Georgia, the money must 
first be paid. 5 

Mr. Hammond, of 
ly. That is a 
the situation. 
moment-— 

Mr. Tucker—That was the difficulty on the 
part of the company, that it had not the 
money to pay the tax. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia—No government 
on earth could stand that allowed its citizens 
to stop the collection of its debts. Hardship 
though it may.seem to be, it isa hardship 
growing out ofthe very nature of govern- 
ment. In my own state, in the case of Eve, 
23 Georgia, the matter is learnedly and elabo- 
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need. Recalcitrant citizens might starve its 
army or stop its navy, or haye its bonds repu- 


diated. ; 

Mr. Chairman, I have said these things be- 
cause I was afraid without saying them this 
house might vote in ignorance of the facts. I 
I am mistaken about them the gentleman 
fromPennsylvania, {Mr. Kelley] and others 
on this,floor can correct me. If 1 am in error, 
either of fact or law, no man sooner ghan 1 
would change front and vote for this bill. I 
make no improper attack on this corporation. 
I make no improper appeal to you to collect 
the taxes of the United States. I do not avow 
myself the friend Of the policy that taxes 
state banks out of existence by placing 10 per 
centon theircirculation, bug it is true, whether 
good policy or bad policy. Every financial 
system-on earth that expects to stand and 
grow by its own vigor must prevent others 
from issuing money or other things in the 
shape of floating notes to take the place of its 
currency. Else where would this evil end? 
Here ix a grand corporation that issues this 
scrip by the million. May not every other 
corporation do the same? 

f a corporation can do so, by what right, 
pray. may notI-doso? Andif I may issue 
for $10, why may not-I issue for fifty mes 
whatIl am worth? Why may not I impose, 
if | have reputation enough as a financier and 
a man of means to float my notes, why may 
not I impose my notes on the public, and 
leave them without any possible means ol re- 
dress by reason of my Insolvency” 

Without advocating the principles of the 
law so far as applied to banks in the states, I 
simply stand as I think every member ought 
to stand, upon this ground, that while there 
isa law itshould be Obeyed, and that every 
one, high or low, rich or poor, individual or 
corporation, who defies the law should be 
made to feelits weight; and no man should be 
relieved from any burden he owes, any bur- 
den he has taken on himself particularly and 
that is due to the government, unless there be 
special and cogent. and compulsory reasons 
therefore. 
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SLASHING AROUND. 


The Man Who was Doing all the Fighting While 
Claiming te Know Nothing of li. 

Dr. Felton in his independent movement 
reminds me of an anecdote told by the late Dr. 
Stuart Robinson, of Louisville, Kentucky, on 
himself. 

Many years ago Dr. Robinson went to Balti- 
more, Maryland, for the purpose of starting 
an independent magazine. It was designed 
to be independent of the gencral assembly of 
the Presbyterian church. Dr. Robinson was 
looking around fora name for his independent 
journal, and was receiving suggestions from 
his friends. The Rey. Mr. Lacy, of Virginia, 
wrote to him to call his*magazine ‘The Sals- 
tonstall Review.”’ Dr. Robinson said that he 
examined all the old books that he could find 
for the purpose of discovering where Lacy 
vot the name, but his researches were in vain. 

About a month after he received the letter 
he met Lacy one day accidentally on the 
streets of Baltizeore. His first inquiry was, 
“Lacy, where did you get that name for my 
magazine you sent me, ‘The Saltsopstall Re- 
view.’ ”’ 

Lacy replied: ‘‘Doctor, I understand that 
your magazine is to be independent of the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian church. 
Is it so?”’ 

“Yes,”’ said the doctor. 

“Well, I will tell you where I got the 
name. Several yeurs ago, a man by the name 
of Saltsonstall who lived in Virginia, was in 
dicted for an assault and battery. The trial 
came On in our circuit court, and the witness 
ior the state, a Mr. Curry, was sworn and put 
upon the stand. The attorney for the state 
asked Curry if he saw the fight. He replied 
that he did. He then asked the witness, 
W hat was Saltsonstall doing? 

Curry—He was only slashing around. 

Attorney—W hat do you mean, Mr. Curry, 
by “slashing around?” 

Curry—Well, V'll tell you. There was Mr. 
Jones and Mr. Smith, they clinched and fit, 
and there was Mr. Cushingberry and Canter- 
berry, they clinched and fit, and— 

Attorney—Hold on, Mr. Curry, I want to 
know what Mr. Saltsonstall was doing? 

Curry—I.told you he was only slashing 
around, 

Attorney— Well, Mr. Curry, I want to know 
what you mean by “‘slashing around?” 

Curry—Well, I have tried to tell you and 
you won’t let me. 

The Judge—Mr. Curry, if youdon’t answer 
the question [ will fine and commit you for 
contempt. Tell the attorney what you mean 
by ‘‘slashing around,”’ 

Curry—Well, judge, I’ve been trying to 
teli it all the time, andJ will tell you. There 
was Mr. Jones and Mr. Smith, they— 

Judge—Hold on, Mr. Curry—what 
Saltsonstall doing? 

Curry—Well, judge, I have told you that 
Salt-onstall was only slashing around, 

Judge—Now, Mr. Curry,tell what you mean 
by s'ashing around? 

Curry—Well,. I'll tell you if you will let 
me. 

Judge—Go on. 

Curry—Well, there was Mr. Jones and— 

Judge—Hold on, Mr. Curry. 

Curry—Well, judge, if you won't let me 
tell you. Ali of them feliows clinched and 
fit, and Saltsonstall was walking around 
knocking down every outsider he met. 

V. b.. Youna., 
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His Sudden Death Yesterday from HMeart Disease. 


A special dispatch to THr ConstTITUTION 
states that General Eli Warren died suddenly 
at his home in Perry at 12 o'clock yesterday 
of heart disease. 

General Warren was one of the oldest of 
the living prominent men in (reorgia, being 
eighty-two years of age. He was perhaps 
during his lifetime more continuously identi- 
fied with public matters in Georgia than any 
other man inthe state. Although more than 
four score years of age, his interest in public 
matters continued up, we might say, 
to the day of his’ death. As a 
lawyer and as a planter, as a legislator, as a 
member of conventions and as a party leader 
no man has been more honest, and no man’s 
acts have been marked by more strong, sound 
sense and patriotism than those of General 
Warren. His acts asa member of the con- 
stitutional convention of 1877 bear out the 
statement that the last years of his life wit- 
nessed a clearness of mind and soundness of 
judgment rarely found in one of his age. He 
has been the friend, acguaintance and con- 
temporary of every distinguished public man 
in Georgia for the last half a ceatury 
and has been personally respected 
by them .all. He has enjoyed their 
contidence as well as the confidence of the 
people. He was known as a man who took 
great interest in agriculture, identifying him- 
self with the interests of the farmers. While 
he was not what we would call a finished ora- 
tor, he was an unusually strong writer and a 
man who always expressed his opinions fear- 
lessly and openly upon all questions. He 
was one of the few men that we have had in 
Georgia who dared to face public criticism 
and adverse public opinion. He was never 
afraid to express his sentiments and t act by 
his judgment, 

He leaves two children that we remember— 
ason, Mr. Josiah L. Warren, of Savannah, 
and a daughter, wuo married Judge Grice, at 
one time of the Macon judicial circuit. Mr. 
Warren, of Savannah, is a man of about 45 
years of age and inherits the independence 
and ability of his father, together with his 
turn for political management. 

In the death of Judge Warren -Georgia 
loses a noble man whose service in the form- 
ing of her fundamental law was the fittin 
tn of a long life of usefulness an 
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ASPHALT PAVING. 


Ite Cleanliness, Cheapness and Comfortablenes« 
Philadelphia kecord, January 19, 1582. 

Wasurinetos, D. C., June 7, 1881 —H. W. 
Pitkin, Chairman of the Sub-committee of the 
Executive Committee of One Huudred, Phil- 
adel phia, Pa.—Dear Sir: -I have had the honor 
to receive your letter of the 4th instant, 
making inquiries in regard tothe asphalt 
pavements of this city, and to reply: 

First. As to comparative first cost of asphalt 
and granite-block street pavements. 

Granite-block pavements laid in 1880 in this 
city cost $1.79 per square yard. Those laid in 
1879 $1.92 per square yard. 

Asphalt pavements laid here in 1880 cost 
$1.85 per square yard. In 1879 cost $1.47 per 
square yard. 

Second. Annual costs of repairs of the as- 
phalt pavement on Pennsylvania avenue, the 
principal street of Washington, has been for 
the Neufchatel pavement 2) cents per square 
yard. For that laid on same street by other 
contractors, 1}¢ cents per square yard. These 
pavements have been in use now about four 
years. 

Uther bituminous concrete pavements of 
various kinds, principally coal tar, have been 
laid in this city since 1871 to the extent of 
741,000 square yards. Their average annual 
repairs have cost 8!¢ cents per square yard. 
They are not so good or durable as the asphalt 
pavements laid in the last four years, 

Macadam pavements in Paris are being 
diminished in extent, being replaced by 
others less expensive in maintenance. They 
are not liked here, except for the suburbs, 
where there is l'ttle heavy travel. They cost 
for repairs on the most traveled streets $1.93 
per square yard. The average annual cost for 
repairs is 37 cents per square yard. 

Paris stone block pavements are made of 
sandstone; cost $2.58 to $3.25 per square yard 
for construction and 10's cents per square 
yard per annum for repairs. 

Asphalt pavements in Paris cost per square 
yard $2.17 to $3.22 and per year for repairs 
and replacing each year 1-15 of the pavements 
laid 22 cents per square yard. 

There is more asphalt and bituminous con- 
crete pavement in this city than in any city 
inthe world. It was introduced at first in 
muny streets against strong prejudices of the 
dwellers on such streets. Stone pavements, 
wooden pavements and macadam pavements 
were preferred, and were laid to a great ex- 
tent. 

Now, the city authorities lay down any 
other than an asphalt pavement only when 
compelled by economy, which, in some cases, 
prescribes the use of macadam or gravel and 
stone blocks where traftic is believed to be too 
heavy for the asphalt; and they find the resi- 
dents of such streets wherever anything but 
asphalt is laid down, making vigorous pro- 
tests against their operations. 

Since 1871 there have been laid here of 
wood pavements 1,188,597 square yards, cost- 
ing $4,005,744 and covering 50 miies of streets. 

On the Ist of July, 1880, there remained in 
the city only 509,481 square yards of this wood 
pavement, most of it impassable without 
danger to wheels and springs. 

The city contained on the Ist of July, 1880, 
of concrete unfaced with asphalt or coal tar:

I have no doubt that the wear and tear of 
horses and carriages on a good asphalt pave- 
ment, such as thatof Pennsylvania avenue, 
in this city, is very. much less than on any 
other pavement n use here. * 

I think a carriage used on mud roads will 
last ten times as long as if used on the streets 
of Philadelphia, with which I am familiar, 
having lived there from infancy to manhood, 
and having in visits of late years found no 
improvement, but rather a worse condition 
than existed 50 years ago in that city. 

Third. The asphalt would, in my opinion, 
certainly answer forall your streets not sub- 
jected to heavy traffic. But as this heavy 
traftic—and it is very heavy in Philadelphia— 
will abandon all the cobble pavements to seek 
the newly asphalted streets for the sake of 
the easier draught, the freedom from jolting 
and the greater comfort for horse and man, I 
do not see how this trattic can be kept off any 
principal street in Philadelphia. I think that 


‘the first street asphalted will be crowded at 


once, and that the heavily loaded vehicles 
will drive off the light pleasure traffic. 

In your narrower streets, alleys, and in all 
streets which, like many of those in Phila- 
delphia, do not follow continuous lines, but 
are ofixet at many street crossings, the asphalt 
will give vou aclean, wholesome pavement. 
Every summer shower washes its suriace per- 
fectly clean, and if the fall is good, cleans 
even the gutters. Used on those streets and 
in alleys it will bea great economy and have 
a great sanitary influence. 

I have lived and ridden and driven in this 
city during the execution ot all its street im- 
provements. There is no comparison in com- 
fort between any other pavement and one of 
asphalt for those who ride or drive either in 
light carriages or in heavy loaded carts and 
wagons and forthe residents on the streets, 
andl amof opinion that while the cost of 
repair of asphalt under heavy traffic would 
be much greater than such cost in this city at 
present; that considering the saving in clean- 
cormmfort and health to man, and the 
saving: in cost of horseflesh and of repairs of 
Wheels and springs, it will be worth while to 
lay down astrong asphalt surfaced concrete 
pavement for your heaviest traffic, and to 
compare its first cost and its actual annual 
cost for repairs and renewal, with the cost 
and duration of your present street pave- 
ments, and that it is probable that taking into 
account the saving of horseflesh, of wear and 
tear of all vehicles and of body and mind, it 
will be found best to adopt the asphalt pave- 
ments generally. 

It will be necessary to make frequent re- 
newals of the wearing surface, but this is 
cheap. Any Philadelphia block, laid on a 
good foundation of concrete thick enough not 
to give way under the weight of loaded track 
wheels, can be resurfaced in twenty-four 
hours, and by doing the work at night I be- 
lieve that it can be done without stopping the 
daily commerce of the streets. 

Here the usual foundation is six inches of 
concrete of hydraulic cement, sand and 
broken stone. Possibly in Philadelphia there 
may be streets which would need twelve 
inches of such foundation, well set before 
being opened to traffic. But in the end IL be- 
lieve this would be fully worth its cost. 

I bave just obtained a proof of the annnal 
report of Lieutenant F. V. Greene, United 
States corps of engineers, from which most of 
the figures and quantities in this Jet‘er are 
quoted. It is probable the very best. as it is 
the most recent, paper on the subject of these 
pavements,

PROFESSOR CURR. 
Hie Lecture Upen the English House of Commons. 

The audience which greeted Professor Curr 
last night was a fine one, both in point of 
pumbers and intelligence, and the manner in 
which hislecture was received must have pleas- 
ed this gentleman, who is winning golden opin- 
ions as a lecturer. He began his remarks by 
a reference to the grand old pile of Westmin- 
ster palace,thescene oi so many stirring debates 
and parliamentary episodes. Westminster 
palace was thought to be the most perfect 
speelinen of gothic architecture in the coun 
try. He described in skilful language the 
appearance of the palace, and then conducted 
his hearers in imagination through its pre- 
cincts, 

He then spoke of the professjonai gentle- 
men who frequented the palace, and of the 
crowds which congregated to. hear the re- 
nowned speakers. He told of the manner in 
which the multitudes gained admittance to 
the galleries, and depicted the disappoint- 
ment of those who went away because there 
was nO more room, 

The lecturer then described the appearance 
of the speaker's chair, or pulpit, the ladies’ 
gallery, which is seated far overheud, and 
voxed in as if, instead of ladies, they were so 
many Wild beasts. There, he said, you may 
presume is the beauty ot England, so far us 
one could judge by the rustle of silks, for no 
one could see them. Like the stranger's gal- 
lery, the ladies’ gallery was quite inadequate 
to the demands made upon it, and atone time 
it was only seated for 25 or 30 ay Ha The 
reporter’s gallery next claimed the lecturer's 
attention’ and he devoted a good portion of 
his time in giving amusing sketches of report- 
ing experiences, the dissatisfaction of some of 
the members who thought their speeches 
were not properly reported and who wanted 
them verbatim, and their still greater dissatis- 
faction when they were so reported. In this 
connection he gave some most 2musing 
illustrations of some of the peculiarities of 
various members, which convulsed bis audi- 
ence with laughter. He also gave it as his 
opinion that the gentlemen who had charge 
of the reporting of the parliamentary speeches 
were men of greater minds and keener intel- 
lects than most of those who made them, and 
concluding by quoting the words of Mr. Glad- 
stone, in which he paida very high compli- 
ment to the gentlemen of the press. Neither 
in the United States nor in Canada, was re- 
porting carried out to the extent, nor with 
the accuracy with which it was done in the 
old country. The lecturer alluded to the at- 
tempt to establish a newspaper, that would 
give verbatim reports of every speaker, of 
its signal failure, and of the contempt which 
it brought upon the members, who were 
characterized a3 sO many idiots, by way of 
illustrating the importance of the reporters’ 
work. He touched in succession upon the 
peculiarities of individual] members, their 
modes of address and so forth, and by his 
droll delineation of these peculiarities kept 
his audience inaroar. But more especially 
was this the case when he, in touching upon 
the reasons why men ought to get into par- 
liament, gave the wish to have the significant

money,’ did they obtain aseat. The lectur- 
er followed up this by introducing the 
‘‘Booin’ Scene’ in Sir Pertinax Macsyco- 
yhant, which he did in a manner that would 
ie done credit to the best actor on the 
stage. Hethen related with telling effect 
many amusing episodes and sharp passages of 
arms, Which had occurred on the floor of the 
house, most of which he had been personally 
a witness of. He took occasion to point out 
the Hon. Gathorne Hardy, a true noble 
English gentleman, as the certain suc- 
cessor of Mr. Disraeli as the leader of the con- 
servative party in the house, but said that it 
would be impossible to conjecture who would 
succeed Mr. Gladstone—things were getting 
mixed up so generally, that no one could tell 
that, but he felt sure that Mr. Gathorne Har- 
dy was to be the coming man as leader of the 
present government. Afger speaking for 
about .one hour and three-quarters the lec- 
turer wound up with a most able, eloquent 
and impassioned peroration on the lessons to 
be taken from their visit to the house,
